Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The primary reason for allowance of the claims is based on the inclusion of the 
limitation of "said first communication terminal having a central controller transmitting 
status data relating to functional features of said first communications terminal to said 
remote computer via a second network, said remote computer being programmed to 
automatically evaluates the status data and to generate an instruction sequence from 
the status data and to transmit the instruction sequence to said first communications 
terminal via the second network." in claim 1 . The prior art, Robinson, U.S. patent # 
5,533,102 does not disclose this limitation. 

3. The Examiner's interpretation of the claim language is also based upon 
Applicant's the enabling portions of the specification, (Fig. 1, pages 3-7, 14-18) and 
Decision On Appeal, pages 6, 8, mailed on 27 April I2005. Therefore, Applicant's instant 
claims are considered to be allowable
